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SUt'^^'ARY  or  GABLES  OF  FOR±:iGH  LEVELOF'EFTS:     ARGSIv^TIFA:     The  Cotton  Board 
confirmed  the  sale  of  12(),000  tales  of  cotton  to  the  St)anish  Government. 
The  sale  vas  on  credit,  and  -oayment  is  to  be  made  quarterly  over  a  2-year 
•oeriod.     By  means  of  the  sale  the  Argentine  Government  has  disoosed  of 
almost  all  of  the  exr)ortable  surolus  from  the  19^0  croo.     The  cotton  for 
the  most  -oart  is  low  grade  and  rer)resents  cotton  against  ^hich  the 
Argentine  Government  has  made  loans  at  the  rate  of  ^00  -oesos  ^oer  m.etric 
ton  ('S.8  cents  -ner  ■oound).     Indications  are  thst  the  British  Government 
has  aTO-p roved  the  transaction  and  that  the  SiDanish  Government  has  vessels 
available  to  trans-oort  the  cotton.     It  is  probable  that  similar  credits 
will  be  arranged  for  irheat  and  meat. 

The  Grain  Board  announced  new  -nrices  at  which  it  will  sell  old-crot) 
corn  'oreviously  purchased  by  the  Board  from  growers.     The  r)rices  for  com 
on  farms,  when  sold  for  domestic  use,   range  from  one  Argentine  loeso  "oer 
100  kilograms  (7.6  cents  -oer  oushel)  for  ear  com  on  farms  situated  within 
50  kilometers  of  the  -oort  of  shinDoing,   to  Uo  centavos  (3  cents  per  bushel) 
for  com  located-  beyond  200  kilometers  of  tiie  oort.     The  selling  price 
for  shelled  com  on  the  cars  at  Buenos  Aires  has  been  reduced  to 
Toesos  -per  100  kilogrs.ms,  (23.  *^  cents  oer  bushel)  and  -prices  at  other  ports 
have  been  adjusted  accordingly.     These  prices,  which  a^^-ply  only  to  corn 
scid  for  home  consum-otion,  are  fsr  belo^  the  -prices  pai^"  for  the  corn  by 
the  Board,  and  are  indicative  of  the  desire  of  the  Board  to  liquidate  its 
stocks  in  view  of  the  large  new  croo  in  nros-pect.

LE' IOC  RACY.  "I  am  convinced,"  said  Secretary?-  "^ickard,  "that  if  ru.ral  Americans 
will  take  time  to  think  a'bout  de-nocracy  —  and  di scuss  it  T'i  th  their  neigh"bors 
—  they  mil  reach  sound  conclusions  on  what  it  is  we  are  defending  and  how 
we  may  defend  it  "best." 

T"'E  PLAI?  FOR  CARRYING  LISa^SSICNS  ON  LZ  OCR^CY  TO  RURAL  CENTERS  was 
started  at  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  farm  organizations,  Land-Grant 
Colleges,  Ofiice  of  Education,  and  the  American  Council  of  Education.  This 
group  was  called  "by  Chester  Lavis,  NLAC  Agricultural  Commissioner,  to  consult 
TOXth  him  and  USLA  officials.     The  group  asked  that  study  material  "be  made 
availa"ble  and  that  the  Deoartment  assist  in  getting  a  discussion  program 
■under  way  similar  in  subject  matter  to  a  series  of  lectures  on  Lemocracy 
given  for  Lepartraent  personnel  two  years  ago.     These  lectures  were  arranged 
by  M.  L.  Wilson,   then  Under  Secretary.     Now,  as  I/irector  of  Extension,  and 
with  the  State  Extension  Services  taking  the  leading  part,  he  will  g^aide 
the  Nation-wide  program.     Following  the  request  for  material.  Secretary  "wickard, 
in  his  address  before  the  Land-Grant  College  meeting  in  Chicago  last  fall, 
announced  that  he  would  call  in  a  group  of  scholars  to  lay  the  foundation  for 
the  discussions  on  Democracy.     This  group  ^as  called  together  on  January  29. 

A  STATE:.UT  on  the  ^'ORAL  ISSI^ES  in  the  PRESENT  CONFLICT,  which  defines 
and  contrasts  democracy  and  total itariani s'n ,  together  with  some  leading 
questions  on  the  meanin.g  and  practice  of  democracy,  was  prepared  by  the 
scholars.

'V.  T.  Stone,  Foreign  Policy  Association;   and  Lirector  'Tilson. 

IN  A  CONFERENCE  ON  JAI^UARY         A  Land-Grant  College  committee,  headed  by 
Lirector  I,  0.  Schaub ,  of  Forth  Carolina,  suggested  and  laid  plans  for  a  series 
of  regional  meetings  to  discuss  Progra-i  plans.     Kost  of  these  regional  meetings 
have  been  held.     In  ad.dition  to  the  leadership  of  the  Federal  and  State  Extension 
groups,  similar  programs  will  be  carried  to  the  rural  areas  by  the  Office  of 
Education  and  farm  organizations.     In  organizing  discussion  groups,  and  in 
providing  additional  material,  EAE's  Program  Study  and  Liscussion  Livision 
stands  ready  to  assist.

RUBE  EH  NUHSSRY  STAHT5L  IF  V5RA.CRUZ  F50VIFGS  0?  "'SXICO;     Another  of  the  BPI 
rabber  survey  parties  returned  to  ?.'ashington  last  week  from  Veracraz,  Mexico, 
after  starting  an  ex"oerimental  rubber  nursery  at  Palmar.     Working  ^'ith  a  "oarty 
of  riexican  scientists,   the  group  found  two  -olaces  in  Mexico  that  offered  some 
promise  of  commercial  rubber  cultivation.    This  narty  also  made  surveys  in 
Honduras,  Nicaragua,  Guatemala,  and  Salvador.     Two  other  groups  still  are  in 
the  field.     One  party  left  Saturday  from  Panama  for  surveys  in  Haiti  and 
Santo  Lomingo.    The  other  party  is  due  out  of  the  lower  regions  of  the  Amazon 
some  time  in  March. 

ITFITEL  KIN3-L0!"";     Idscussions  on  the  new  proposed  cotton  control  measures  are 
still  in  progress.     If  the  Ministry  of  Supply  becomes  the  sole  raw  cotton 
importer,  private  merchanting  will  cease  and  hedging  will  be  eliminated  by 
Government  underwriting  of  price  risks.     Strong  representations  apparently 
are  being  made  to  the  Cotton  Controller  to  modify  the  proposed  new  policy 
in  order  to  preserve  existing  marketing  machinery. 

AHGEFTINA;     The  Argentine  Government  has  authorized  loans  to  cotton  growers  for 
the  I9U1  crop  vanning  from  3OO  to  750  pesos  per  metric  ton  (U.l  to  1^.1  cents 
per  pound)  depending  on  grade,  with  the  cotton  as  collateral.     The  loan  becomes 
due  on  August  3I  but  is  subject  to  renewal. 

THE  BRITISH  GCVgR^^MBFT  IS  BUYIFG  LAi-'SS'  ^OOL  and  low  crossbreds.  The 
allotment  of  freight  s^ace  for  the  trans^oortation  o  f  wool  during  March  is  much 
below  shippers'   requirements.     Freight  rates  will  be  advanced  to  $20  a  ton  on 
April  1. 

EGYPT:     The  Government  enacted  legislation  forbidding  cotton-growing  during 
the  igUO-Ul  agricultural  year  on  land  already  sown  to  beans,  lentils,  helba, 
flax  and  barley.     The  estimated  reduction  in  the  iqUl-U2  cotton  cron  through 
this  legislation  is  iDlaced  at  500,000  to  600,000  cantars  (1^5, noo  to  125,000 
bales) . 

^LANGEUaiA:     Total  TDurchases  of  I9U0  crop  soybeans  by  the  Soybean  Monopoly  and 
its  official  collectors  up  to  January  I5  amounted  to  2,550,000  metric  tons  from 
an  estimated  crop  of  3,SOO,000  tons.     However,   a  shortage  of  burlap  is  rer^orted 
as  causing  a  delay  in  arrivals  from  the  interior  and  the  situation  is  reported 
as  ser^  ous  due  to  fast- approaching  warm  weather.     It  is  reliably  reported  that 
the  exnort  quota  to  Japan  from  the  igUO  crox)  is  between  900,000  and  1  W  nno 
tons  of  beans  and  1,150,000  tons  of  soybean  ca]^e.  representing  the  equivalent  of 
2,215,000  tons  m  terns  of  beans.     These  quotas,  added  to  the  German  "quota  of 
300,r>00  tons  of  beans,  leaves  little  for  exoort  to  other  countries  exceot  at  the 
expense  of  local  consumption.     It  ar^pears  probable  that  a  considerable  Proportion 
of  the  German  quota  ^ill  be  shipped  in  the  form  of  oil  due  to  the  scarcity  of 
burlap  required  for  beans. 
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
